1 . The amendments and arguments filed on 8/20/07, 8/26/07 and 8/27/07 have been 
entered. Supplemental response on 1 1/1/07 has been entered. Claims 21 and 33-48 are canceled 
in this amendment. Claims 1-13, 24-25, 29-32 were previously canceled. Claims 14-19, 23, 26- 
28, are withdrawn from consideration. New claims 49-64 are added herein. Thus, currently 
claims 20, 22, and 49-64 are pending.
